Carter promises'compassion' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In soft Georgia 
accent, uttering the simple oath set out in 
the Constitution, Jimmy Carter came to 
power today and promised a government 
‘‘both competent and compassionate.” 
Carter’s first words as President were 
words of thanks to Gerald R. Ford for all 
he has done to heal the nation. 
Amid applause that swelled to cheers. 
Carter paused to shake hands with the 
man he had just succeeded. Then he 
spoke of the future; 
‘‘You 
have 
given 
me 
a 
great 
responsibility — to stay close to you, to 
be worthy of you, and to exemplify what 
you are,” said the President who leads 
America into its third century. 
‘‘Let us create together a new national 
spirit of unity and trust ... let us learn 
together and laugh together and work 


together and pray together, confident 
that in the end we will triumph together 
in the right.” 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger ad­ 
ministered the oath to the former gover­ 
nor of Georgia at two minutes past the 
appointed hour of noon. 
“ Congratulations,” he said, as the 
transfer of power was concluded in the 
oath as old as the Republic, and a 21-gun 
salute boomed from Army cannon on the 
Capitol grounds. 
Carter 
stood, first 
solemn, then with a momentary smile on 
his lips, as the strains of “ Hail to the 
Chief” sounded in salute. 
Vice President Walter F. Mondale was 
sworn in first, his oath administered by 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill of 
Massachusetts. 
A crowd estimated by Capitol police at 


150,000 stretched across the plaza before 
the inaugural stand 
Carter’s inaugural address was a brief 
one — 12 minutes. 
The inauguration, said Carter, “ marks 
a new beginning, a new dedication within 
our government, and a new spirit among 
us all.” While a president may sense and 
proclaim that new spirit, he said, “ only a 
people can provide it.”

With the oath to “ preserve, protect and 
defend the Constitution of the United 
States.” James Earl Carter of Plains, 
Ga., became America’s 39th President.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Energy Ad.ninistration *s greeting in­ 
coming President Carter with a grim 
forecast of tight energy supplies and ris­ 
ing prices for years to come. 
In a report issued Wednesday, the 
energy agency predicted a near doubling 
of residential fuel costs by 1985 as a 
result of inflation and real energy cost 
increases 
The outlook beyond that may be even 
worse, the report warned. 
The FEA says the world’s demand for 
oil will bump up against the limits of its 
production capacity in the mid or late 
1980s. That supply-demand collision is 
likely to 
spark even 
steeper price 
increases. 
The report’s relatively good news was 
that U .S. energy demand was expected to 
increase more slowly than previously 
predicted, a trend that will make it 
easier to reduce U.S dependence on 
foreign oil. 
Compared with a historic growth rate 
of about 3.3 per cent a year before the 
1973-74 Arab oil embargo. U.S. energy 
consumption was predicted to rise at 
about 2,5 per cent a year, slightly lower 
than last year’s 2.8 per cent forecast. 
The FEA said the slower growth is due 


to the combination of energy conserva­ 
tion measures and fuel price increases 
John Christie, assistant administrator 
for energy information and analysis, said 
in an interview that the F E A is assuming 
continued inflation ranging from last 
year’s 5.6 per cent down to 4 per cent by 
1985. forcing energy prices up a total of 
58,4 per cent by then. 
Regardless 
of inflation, 
the 
FEA 


estimated, residential energy prices will 
reflect annual real cost increases of 
about 3 per cent if imported oil prices 
rise by 2 per cent, That alone would 
cause the 1976 residential energy bill to 
grow more than 30 per cent by 1985. 
Taken together, inflation and real cost 
increases may add nearly 89 per cent by 
1985 to the size of the residential energy 
bill - including purchase of natural gas.

Strain on utilities continuing

Despite a letup in subzero temp­ 
eratures, the current cold spell is putting 
mounting strain on generating plants, 
gas pipelines and water traffic in the 
eastern two-thirds of the nation. 
Hundreds of thousands of workers and 
school children were staying home as 
factories and schools remained closed to 
conserve fuel 
Oranges froze on trees in Florida and 
fishermen were kept off the frozen 
Chesapeake Bay. A 160-mile stretch of 


the frozen' northern Mississippi River 
was officially closed, stranding hundreds 
of barges and towboats — many of them 
carrying fuel supplies.

The mercury fell to 31 degrees in 
Miami. 20 degrees in Orlando, 26 degrees 
in Tampa, and 23 degrees in Daytona 
Beach All readings broke or equaled 
record lows for the date.

pumps cut across the instep one should dampen the inside 
of the shoe along the cutting edge and then run a hot knife 
blade along the inside of the damp part. You will actually 
see it steam. Use an old silver plated knife that can be 
heated by laying it across the burner on your stove. After 
going back and forth with it several times, I put a pair of 
trees in the pumps or tightly stuffed dry newspaper and 
leave until the shoe is dry around the edge.

IN D IA N A P O L IS < AP) - Indiana has 
become the 35th state to ratify the Equal 
Rights 
Amendment, 
by 
a 
one-vote 
m argin after the wife of President-elect 
Carter called 
to 
ask one 
wavering 
legislator to switch his vote. 
Democratic 
state Sen. 
W. 
Wayne 
Townsend decided to switch his vote 
after he received a call at the capitol 
from Rosalynn Carter. 
However, he said he changed his posi­ 
tion on his own and not because of the 
call. 
Women in Indiana who oppose the E R A 
say they will continue to try to defeat the 
amendment. 


As the Indiana Senate voted 26-24 for 
the E R A Tuesday, a bill to rescind 
ratification was introduced in the state 
Senate of Wyom ing, which is nicknamed 
the Equality State. 
Two of the 35 states - Tennessee and 
Nebraska — have rescinded ratifica­ 
tions, but the legality of those actions has 
not been decided by federal courts. The 
amendment, which prohibits discrim ina­ 
tion on the basis of sex, must be ratified 
by 38 states by M arch 22, 1979, to be ad­ 
ded to the Constitution. 
The Indiana House last week voted 
54-45 for ratification. It took the General 
Assem bly five sessions to vote approval.

nation remembered the words of Micah 
"a n d renewed our search for humility, 
m ercy and justice.” 
He hoped, too, for a legacy of finding 
work for the unemployed, strengthening 
the Am erican family, ensuring respect 
for the law and equal treatment under it. 


" I would hope,” said Carter, "that the 
nations of the world might say that we 
had built a lasting peace ...

C a rte r’s brief address was interrupted 
seven times by applause, never louder 
than when he spoke in tribute to Ford. 
Ford, his hands folded in his lap, look­ 
ed on solemnly. Carter’s nine-year-old 
daughter Am y w as first at his side as the 
inaugural address ended. M rs. Carter 
joined them, and the new President put 
his a rm around her waist as they stood 
while the leaders of government and the 
crowd beyond joined in applause for a 
new leader.

That’s the amount of money 
on which you pay taxes and it 
will be less than you actually 
earned during the year.

can make a sound judgment. 
Basically,

changes in allowable itemized 
deductions under the new law, 
but here’s a short reminder on 
what you can deduct. 
Medical — you can deduct,

tion drugs and medicines, doc­ 
tors’, dentists’ and nurses’ 
fees, the costs of eyeglasses

Optimistic outlook 
on economy is seen 


John R. “Scotty” Campbell, 
associate professor of busi­ 
ness at M issouri Valley Col­ 
lege, M arshall, reported to 
Rotary Club members M on­ 
day at the Ram ada Inn that, 
“A climate of cautious op­ 
tim ism 
p r e v a ils 
in 
the 
American economy .. (and) 
the broad current of events 
seems to be moving in a 
healthy direction.” 
Campbell reviewed events 
of the 1960s that led to consum­ 
ing inflation; the return of op­ 
timism in 
1973 which was 
short-lived by the unfolding of 
Watergate, and the economic

Ford administration in suc­ 
cessfully winding down infla 
tion 
and 
p ro je cte d 
the 
economic future of the nation 
under the Carter adm inistra­ 
tion 
In commenting on Carter’s 
1977 stated goal of 6 per cent 
real Gross National Product 
growth, Campbell stated in­ 
dicators are more in line with 
a 5.25 per cent growth rate for 
the current year, or only 0 5 
percentage points more than 
without any economic stim u­ 


lus. 
The speaker summed up his 
predictions with. “The new 
year is at least arriving on a 
hopeful note. Consumer prices 
are rising more slowly than at 
any time in the past four 
years.

entertainment and the lure of 
casino gambling.

Daytona Beach has grown 
by- 5.000 hotel rooms since 1970 
and cut rate accommodations 
are the rule. 
College kids, families with 
voung children and singles 
looking for a good time make 
local m erchants happy, but 
police are a bit nervous.

Pay higher cost? Not so fast, buster

( AP) - The revolu­ 
tionaries in this town raise 
money 
by holding pancake 
breakfasts and selling Tupper- 
ware. They plan their strategy 
over C B radios because many 
of them have no phones.

Hickory Telephone Co., whose 
54 per cent rate hike in 1975 
made its rates the highest ip 
the state. 
So lar. its spunky south­ 
western .Michigan customers 
have raised more than $22.000 
to do legal battle with the com- 
pan' in an attempt to reduce 
the rates. About 75 have gotten 
rid of their phones or refused 
to pay- the new rate of $16.35 a 
month for standard single- 
party service. 
Beyond 
the 
dollars 
and 
cents, the protest is a sym ­ 
bolic refusal to take the in­ 
evitability of higher prices sit­ 
ting down 


"Y o u don’t like it shoved 
down 
your 
throat,” 
says 
Jackie Regis, a housew ife and 
Cub Scout den mother who 
helped instigate the battle and 
keeps the group s books. Her 
phone service was cut off 
when she refused to pay the 
new rates. 


Hundreds of residents in this 
rural town wlio are unwilling 
to sacrifice their phones have 
pitched in money, time, talent 
and 
moral 
support to 
the 
crusade. 
From all indications, the 
skirm ish will be successful 
and rates cut back. How long 
another rate hike can be stall­ 
ed is another question 


Taken by surprise, the ir­ 
ritated company already has 
spent more than $70,0()U defen­ 
ding its rates in court and

Now- it’s asking 
even higher rates to recover 
those legal costs. 
It says the high rates are

Louis Adelstein, who was 
working at the metal com ­ 
pany, fired a shot at one of two 
men who were holding up the 
establishment. One of the rob­ 
bers grabbed the gun from 
Adelstein and killed him with 
it. 


Overstreet

He said he had been shot over 
a dice game.

arms on behalf of the Equal 
Rights Amendment, even before 
her husband was sworn in as 
President. 
Mrs. Carter telephoned an In­ 
diana state senator Tuesday and 
asked him to switch his vote in 
favor of the ERA. He did so, and 
the amendment passed by a 
one-vote margin. Sen. Wayne 
Townsend denied that he voted 
to please Mrs. Carter, but his 
switch seems more than merely 
coincidental. 


Indiana thus became the 35th 
state to ratify the ERA. Three 
more must do so by March of 
1979 for it to become law. 


Missouri will once again be 
among a handful of target states 


singled out by ERA supporters. 
Common Cause, among other 
backers, has made the ERA its 
top priority in the state this ses­ 
sion. 


The battle promises to be 
hard-fought, but indications now 
are that the ERA will fare no bet­ 
ter in Missouri this year than it 
has in past years, when it went 
down 
to 
three 
successive 
defeats. However, if the lobbying 
is as intense as it appears it will 
be, things could change. 


Win or lose, the ERA is up to 
the states, not the White House. 
Just as Betty Ford has no busi­ 
ness lobbying on its behalf in 
Missouri and elsewhere, neither 
does Mrs. Carter. The First 
Lady should let the amendment 
sink or swim in each state house, 
without her influence.

about the same time I did He wanted to 
go back to his peanut farm and build it up 
from scratch 1 had a little money I had 
saved in the Navy and 1 lent it to him 
interest-free "Someday you can pay me 
back, " I told him.

One day after Sunday school he 
told me he w anted to run for governor of 
Georgia.

The story goes round 'round again 
every four years, when tales are told of 
old inaugurals, of balls and bands, top 
hats and teas. 


No one has ever been too sure when it 
happened, under what administration, or 
what president, or what Cabinet. But 
old-timers tell of it with wet eyes late in 
the evening and some believe there must 
be something to it. For the Pottstown 
Piping Band has never been found. And 
they’ll never be forgotten 


Little is actually known. But, ’tis said, 
the leader was a distinguished-looking 
man 
with 
a 
bristling 
snowy white 
mustache who went by the name of Col, 
John P McSousa. He was known to have 
served in several wars and then, upon 
retirement, dabbled in 
Pennsylvania 
politics while deciding early one morn­ 
ing, over his kipper, to organize a pipe 
band. 


After a time, and under the stern 
discipline of the colonel, the band of eight 
members exhibited a certain dash and 
wailing at city functions and began 
building a reputation throughout the 
state — but always in cities that held 
marches on straight main streets. 


Of course the biggest honor eventually 
came — an invitation to play in the In­ 
augural Parade. Col McSousa gracious­ 
ly accepted and the band was on its way. 


'Tis said the band stayed at the 
Willard, although others say it was at the 
old Patent Office Building, in temporary 
quarters. Be that as it may. the colonel 
got his instructions from the Inaugural 
Committee for those times; he was to 
form down near the Bartholdt Fountain 
and follow a string bassoon band from 
New Mexico, all dressed in white. 


There is always some factual fabric to 
legends and no one can ever forget, ’tis 
said, how the Pottstown Pipe Band 
moved off on a day that was snowy and 
late in the afternoon. 


Once on the avenue, they broke out in 
“ The 74th’s Farewell to Edinburgh," a 
tune McSousa had selected for that spot 
on the march route, both sad and, yet, in 
a way joyous 


But the Pottstow n Pipers moved on. up 
the avenue, with Col. McSousa’s eyes 
directly on the back of the last man in the 
string bassoon band from New Mexico, 
What was on his mind was the difficult 
turn from Pennsylvania into I5th, and 
then from 15th, back into Pennsylvania, 
He had charted the course for the band, 
lectured at great length about the ob­ 
vious difficulties, and. for the first time 
in his life, he was actually worried 


Passing the Willard they broke into 
“ The Duke of Rosburgh’s Farewell to the 
Blackmont Forest.” a good, solid tune, 
and made the turn well, and then greater 
flakes began falling. The leader of the 
New Mexico aggregation, extremely un­ 
comfortable at the time — his bassoon 
was freezing - decided to call the whole 
thing off and retreated as quietly as 
possible into a warm restaurant on F 
kreet. 


The gallant men of the Pottstown 
Pipers marched on, swinging into “ Bon­ 
nie Charlie." and by the time they blindly- 
approached Pennsylvania 
again, the 
gloomy shapes were mourning “ Scotland 
the Brave” 


Most people maintain today that they 
never saw the turn, some say they 
vanished at the intersection A great 
number of people say they marched on 
up loth, past McPherson Square, past the 
Washington Post and the Pick Lee 
House, and it was there that Col. 
.McSousa took a left turn and headed out 
Massachusetts Avenue, playing, inciden­ 
tally. “ The Barren Rocks of Aden," 
which is reasonably gripping 


Some say they went as far as the Naval 
Observatory; in the early 1950s there was

Phony Oswald story 
goal of CIA agent

WASHINGTON - The Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency asked one of its Cuban 
operatives to help fabricate a story about 
Lee Harvey Oswald during the investiga­ 
tion of the John F. Kennedy assasination. 
the Cuban has told congressional in­ 
vestigators 


In an earlier column, we reported that 
the same w itness claimed he had met the 
accused assassin in Dallas in the com- 
pany'of a CIA agent three months before 
Kennedy was killed. 


We identified the witness only as Mr, X 
because of attempts on his life. But we 
have studied his detailed, confidential 
statements 
to 
congressional 
in­ 
vestigators. They interviewed him three 
times, cross-examining him closely. He 
gave them such specific information that 
they concluded he was a “ credible" 
witness. 


He told of meeting his CIA contact in 
the lobby of a Dallas office building in 
August, 1963. “ This time he brought 
another guy,” recounted Mr. X 
“ The 
guy never talked.” 


Mr. X explained that he had trained 
himself, as an underground leader, to 
memorize the characteristics of people 
he met. He immediately recognized the 
CIA agent’s companion after seeing 
Oswald on television following the Ken­ 
nedy assassination. 


Not long afterward, the CIA contact 


made a strange request of Mr. X. There 
had been a report that Oswald had met a 
Cuban couple in Mexico. “ You have a 
cousin working for Cuban intelligence in 
Mexico,” the CIA agent said. 
“ Why 
don’t you just ask him. saying we’ll bribe 
him, if he said it was really him that 
Oswald met,” 


It isn’t clear from the confidential 
transcripts why the CIA would want to 
fabricate this evidence. Perhaps the CIA 
could have sought to tie Kennedy’s killer 
to the Castro government. 


In any event, the CIA agent called off 
the scheme, and Mr. X “ never did talk to 
his cousin,” according to a summary of 
the interview . It should be stressed that 
the interview in no way implicates the 
CIA in the Kennedy killing. 


The mystery witness first met his CIA 
contact in Havana before the United 
States broke off relations with Cuba, Mr 
X had helped to organize a group of bank 
accountants, who embezzled funds from 
the Castro regime to finance anti-Castro 
causes. 


The agent, who used the name Morris 
Bishop, recruited .Mr. X to plan an at­ 
tempt on Castro’s life The plotters plan­ 
ned to fire a bazooka from a nearby 
apartment while Castro was delivering 
one of his marathon speeches. 


The plot was discovered by Castro’s 
police, and Mr. X escaped to Miami He 
continued for a dozen more years to work 
with 
Bishop 
in 
the 
anti-Castro 
underground. 


Berry’ s World 


During Castro’s 1971 visit to Chile, Mr 
X tried again to knock him off. The plot­ 
ters included a Venezuelan security 
agent, named Louis Posada Carriles, 
who was supposed to provide forged 
documents laying the blame on the 
Soviets. This plot, too, fell through. 


Only a few weeks ago, the same 
Posada was indicted in Venezuela on 
murder charges in connection with the 
crash of a Cuban jetliner. 


Mr. X said he worked for the CIA until 
1973 for expenses When the relationship 
was terminated in 1973, he said, Morris 
Bishop paid him a lump $253,000 in cash 
for past services.

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Outdoors 
Cold weather 
hurting game 


Hitter cold and snow have placed Missouri's wildlife in 
jeopardy and the Department of ('onservation has begun an 
emergency feeding program that is being administered by its 


local agents 
Small animals and birds in rural areas are the hardest hit 
because of the lack of food, according to Larry Gale, assis­ 
tant director of the department The emergency situation has 
been created because of the heavy snow cover that has re­ 
mained on the ground for over two weeks. 
Area residents are urged to place grain, suet, bird seed and 
even some table .scraps near wildlife habitat (cover) to help 
the smaller animals survive 
This winter's snow cold problem for wildlife is considered 
the worst since !%0. when deer suffered a winter kill, an 
almost unprecedented occurrence in Missouri. 
One indication of that winter’s toll on wildlife was the quail 
population the next year The quail production index, a 
measure of the number of broods seen by observers 
statewide, dropped from 10 to 3 in I% I. 
The Conservation 
Department 
generally discourages 
feeding of wildlife, except in such cases of extreme emergen­ 
cy, because food attracts predators (sometimes in the form 
of poachers) as well as the creatures for which it was in­ 


tended 
Food for wildlife is often placed in areas of convenience for 
the person depositing it, not wildlife. Food along roads may 
attract quail, but draws them from needed cover and exposes 
them to other dangers, such as predators. 
Those depositing food for wildlife are urged to go to the ef­ 
fort of putting it on the "back forty" where it will do the most 
good Wildlife must have both food and cover to maintain 
body heat 
Although it will not help much this winter, the Conservation 
Department urges landowners to plant food and cover plots. 
Seed for such plots is available at no charge from conserva­ 
tion agents. 


Steel vs. lead 


Barring last-minute changes. St. Charles County, located 
at the confluence of the Missouri and Mississippi Rivers, will 
be the only waterfowlmg area in Missouri having to use the 
new steel shot during the 1977 hunting season 
The remainder of the state will come under the lead shot 
ban during the 1978 season, under current plans. 


Hunters view the lead shot as the best because of its 
weight, which stores more slopping power, and softness, 
which causes less wear on gun barrels. 


However, the lead shot, which gathers on the bottom of. 
heavily-shot-over waterfowl areas, is toxic to waterfowl. Two 
or three shot picked up while feeding are enough to kill ducks 
on certain diets. 


The argument over lead and steel shot use has been one of 
which will result in more lost ducks — lead poisoning or crip­ 
pling from less efficient steel shot 


The U.S Fish and Wildlife Service began a three-year 
phaseout program on lead shot in 1976, beginning in the 
Atlantic Fly way 


Mandatory steel shot use. being introduced in the 
Mississippi Flyway m 1977. includes only St. Charles County 
in Missouri, which has a number of private duck clubs 


Regulations now under consideration state that waterfowl 
hunters must use steel shot on all waters of St, Charles Coun­ 
ty and within a 150-yard zone of land adjacent to the borders 
of these waters, including lakes, ponds, marshes, swamps, 
rivers, streams and seasonally-flooded areas of all types. 


The only exclusions would be drainage ditches and tem­ 
porary sheet water more than 150 yards from water areas 
described. Hunters have until Jan. 31 to comment Such com­ 
ments should be sent to the Director. U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Department of Interior. Washington. D C . 20240 


The final decision on the proposed 1977 regulation on steel 
shot w ill be made in February To date, mandatory steel shot 
has been used in know n problem areas. The list of those area 
will be expanded in the Atlantic Fly way in 1977, 


Fish and Wildlife Service studies indicate lead poisoning 
accounts for between 16 and 2 4 million duck deaths annual­ 


ly 


Service studies also found that steel shot will not be much 
of a problem for modern shotguns, however, double- 
barreled. foreign and older guns may suffer barrel damage 
The steel shot will also cost more, perhaps 50 per cent or 
higher 


The possibility still exists that some metal may be 
developed that combines the killing power of lead with the 
non-toxic quality of steel However, the only alternatives at 
present are steel or lead, with steel the only alternative in St. 
Charles County for 1977 at present.

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Banks an oddity 
in baseball wars

nie Banks, the newest in­ 
ductee in the Hall of Fame, 
playing baseball was like wak­ 
ing up every day to a pile of 
toys underneath a Christmas 
tree. 
It was sunshine, hot dogs, 
old familyTriends. dedication, 
loyalty, 
a 
20th 
century 
Camelot. You ought to pay the 
club owner for letting you 
play. 
“ The whole theory of my life 
is sunshine,” the *45-year-old 
former 
Chicago 
Cubs' 
in­ 
fielder said after receiving 
baseball's highest honor. “ My 
total philosophy is to keep a 
smile on my face and kindness 
in my heart 
“ Happiness is wherever you 
are.” 
Banks, son of a poor Texas 
grocery clerk, is an almost 
unbelievable anachronism in 
this age of strikes, lockouts, 
agents with black satchels, 
law suits and multi-million- 
dollar contracts. 
Asked if. in his 19 years with 
the Cubs, he had been offered 
a chance to go to another club 
at double the salary, would he 
take it. Banks responded 
“ No. I wouldn’t " 
Citing his long and warm 
relationship with Philip K 
Wrigley, the chewing gum 
magnate and owner of the

Banks, slim, clean-cut and 
dapper in a business suit, 
dazzled Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn, 
other 
baseball 
ex­ 
ecutives and the press with his 
boyish enthusiasm, lightning 
quick recall and articulation 
for more than an hour. 
“ It’s amazing.” said Kuhn. 
“ You could sit and listen to 
him for hours.” 
Answering staccato ques­ 
tions with spontaneity and 
warmth, he paid tribute to all 
who had assisted him in his 
career — Buck O’Neill of the 
old Negro leagues, teammate 
Gene Baker, Monte Irwin. Lou 
Boudreau. 
Charlie 
Grimm, 
Bob Feller. Jackie Robinson, 
Ralph Kiner and others. 
He said he appreciated the 
privilege of being with a team 
which played all of its games 
in daylight. 
“ When 1 was 15,1 remember 
seeing my dad go to work 
while it was dark and come 
back while it was still dark.” 
he recalled, “ and I said I 
wanted a daytime job. So I 
landed with the Cubs.”

tle. beef and beef products.” 
the department's Agricultural 
Marketing Service said. 
However,

wishing to participate can 
have their 
assessments 
refunded by the board.

Oher big-value crops includ­ 
ed; Baled hay. $6.8 billion for 
1976 and less than $6.5 billion 
in 1975; Cotton. $3,35 billion 
and $2.04 billion; and tobacco.

Carter, an outsider no more, was in­ 
augurated President of the United States 
Thursday, urging upon his countrymen 
fresh faith and new commitment to “the 
bold and brilliant dream ” of America. 
Then, 
hand-in-hand 
with 
his 
wife 
Rosalynn, the new President walked 
near the head of his own parade — home 
to the White House. 
Three minutes past a sunny, icy noon, 
Carter concluded the oath of office that 
restored the White House to custody of 
the voters and ended the 29-month 
appointed presidency of Gerald R. Ford. 
The rites of inauguration completed, 
Carter signed his first presidential docu­ 
ment, formally nominating his Cabinet 
for Senate confirmation. 
The Senate confirmed eight Cabinet 
members by voice vote, but deferred ac­ 
tion on the other three because of re­ 
quests for roll-call votes. Those will come 
later for Joseph Califano as secretary of 
health, education and welfare, F, Ray 
Marshall as secretary of labor and 
Griffin B. Bell as attorney general. 
By dusk, Carter was behind his desk in 
the Oval Office, announcing that he will 
meet next Tuesday with congressional

leaders, and will convene the full Cabinet 
later in the week. 
He also said he was conducting job in­ 
terviews, although he didn’t say for 
what. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell said the 
new President plans a tour around the 
nation early in his term, probably within 
the next three months. 
“The President is very concerned 
about not becoming isolated,” he said. 
Carter had promised to stay close to 
the people and so he walked, sm iling and 
waving, the mile and a half from his 
inauguration at the Capitol to the front of 
the White House, past applauding crowds 
estimated by police at 350,000. 
There, with his family and Vice Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Walter F. Mondale he 
reviewed the parade. 
Ford, whom 
Carter praised as a 
healer, acknowledged a final round of 
cheers at the Capitol and then, by 
presidential helicopter and jetliner, flew 
to political retirement.

Carter said he had decided three weeks 
ago to break tradition and walk, not ride 
but told only the Secret Service.

Sons Jack, Jeff and Chip walked, too, 
and daughter Amy, 9, joined the proces­ 
sion for the last four blocks, walking 
between her parents, holding a hand on 
each side. 
From 
their solar-heated reviewing 
stand, behind a panel of bullet-proof 
glass, the Carters took the salute of the 
inaugural parade, a two-hour procession 
of floats, bands and m arching units from 
every state. A 40-foot peanut shaped 
balloon brought up the rear. 
" I thought I ’d look around,” Carter 
said afterward, as he and Rosalynn 
strolled into the executive mansion, “1 
never have seen it. 


“It’s been just about a perfect day for 
me, an exhilarating day,” Carter said. 


At the

W AR SAW ~ Stage VI construction on 
the Harry S. Trum an Dam and Reservoir 
here will begin next Wednesday, with 
diversion of the Osage River channel and 
closure of the embankment scheduled tor 
July 
Col. Richard L 
Curl, Kansas City 
district engineer, outlined plans for the 
$445 million project Thursday in a speech 
in Kansas City. Curl said the Stage V! 
work will cost more than SIO million 
Besides diversion of the river channel 
into the spillway and closure of the em­ 
bankment. other work under this stage 
involves c o n s t r u c t o t service and ac­ 
cess roads. Curl said 
The dam is currently 59 per cent com­ 
plete, according to the Corps, and is 
scheduled to be completed in December 
of 1980. 
Another major contract to be let this 
year includeds relocation of five roads. 


Seventeen miles of roads in Henry Coun­ 
ty will be relocated, including construc­ 
tion of a concrete bridge Benton County

M erry-go-round 
Phony Oswald story 
goal of CIA agent

WASHINGTON - The Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency asked one of its Cu ban 
op erativ es to help fabricate a story abou t 
Lee H arv ey Oswald du ring the inv estiga­ 
tion of the John F Kennedy assasination. 
the Cu ban has told congressional in­ 
v estigators. 


In an earlier colu mn, we rep orted that 
the sa m e witness claim ed he had m et the 
acciised assassin in Dallas in the com- 
p any 'of a CIA agent three months before 
Kennedy was killed. 


We identified the witness only as Mr. X 
becau se of a t te m p ts on his life. Bu t we 
hav e stu died his detailed, confidential 
s t a t e m e nt s 
to 
c o ng r e s s i o na l 
i n­ 
v estigators. They interv iewed him three 
times, cross-ex am ining him closely . He 
gav e them su ch sp ecific information that 
they conclu ded he was a “ credible” 
witness. 


He told of m e e ting his CIA contact in 
the lobby of a Dallas office bu ilding in 
Au gu st, 19 6 3. “ This time he brou ght 
another gu y ,” recou nted Mr. X. “ The 
gu y nev er talked.” 


Mr. X ex p lained that he had trained 
himself, as an u ndergrou nd leader, to 
m em orize the cha racteristics of p eop le 
he met. He im m e d ia te ly recognized the 
CIA agent's com p anion after seeing 
Oswald on telev ision following the Ken­ 
nedy assassination. 


Not long a fte rw a rd , the CIA contact 


made a strange re q u est of Mr. X There 
had been a rep ort that Oswald had met a 
Cu ban cou p le in Mex ico. “ You hav e a 
cou sin working for Cu ban intelligence in 
Mex ico,” the CIA agent said. . “ Why 
don’t y ou ju st ask him, say ing we'll bribe 
him, if he said it was really him that 
Oswald m e t.” 


It isn’t clear from the confidential 
transcrip ts why the CIA wou ld w a nt to 
fabricate this ev idence. Perhap s the CIA 
cou ld hav e sou ght to tie Kennedy ’s killer 
to the Castro gov ernment. 


In any ev ent, the CIA agent called off 
the scheme, and Mr. X "ne v e r did talk to 
his cou sin," according to a s u m m a r y of 
the interv iew. It shou ld be stre ss e d that 
the interv iew in no way imp licates the 
CIA in the Kennedy killing. 


The m y stery witness first m et his CIA 
contact in H a v a na before the United 
States broke off relations with Cu ba. Mr. 
X had help ed to organize a grou p of bank 
accou ntants, who embezzled fu nds from 
the Castro regim e to finance anti-Castro 
cau ses. 


The agent, who u sed the na m e Morris 
Bishop , recru ited Mr. X to p lan an a t ­ 
temp t on Castro's life. The p lotters p lan­ 
ned to fire a bazooka from a nea rby 
a p a rtm e nt while C astro was deliv ering 
one of his m arathon sp eeches. 


The p lot was discov ered by C a s t r o’s 
p olice, and Mr. X escap ed to Miami, He 
continu ed for a dozen more y e a rs to work 
w ith 
B i s hop 
in 
t h e 
a nt i - C a s t r o 
u ndergrou nd.

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Du ring C a stro’s 19 7 1 v isit to Chile, M r 
X tried again to knock him off The p lot­ 
ters inclu ded a Venezu elan secu rity 
agent, na m e d Lou is Posada Carriles, 
who w a s su p p osed to p rov ide forged 
docu m ents lay ing the blame on the 
Sov iets. This p lot, too, fell throu gh. 


Only a few weeks ago, the s a m e 
P osad a was indicted in Venezu ela on 
m u r d e r cha rge s in connection with the 
crash of a Cu ban jetliner. 


Mr. X said he worked for the CIA u ntil 


19 7 3 for ex p enses. When the relationship 
was te rm ina te d in 19 7 3, he said, Morris 
Bishop p aid him a lu m p 
$253,000 in cash 
for p ast serv ices.

Feed cost assistance 
is available to farmers 


Under a Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration (FDAA) emergency feed 
program being administered locally by 
the Pettis County ASCS office, area 
farmers can now apply to receive funds 
to pay up to 50 per cent of the cost of a 
certified amount of livestock feed. The 
payments cannot exceed two'cents per 
pound. 
The program, authorized recently by 
the FDAA, is designed to help farmers 
whose supplies of home-grown livestock 
feed were severely curtailed because of 
last year’s extensive drought. It covers 
both grain feed and hay feeds such as 
fescue, alfalfa and orchard grass. 
The payments are being made ac­ 
cording to pre-determined grain values, 
even if hay feed is to be purchased, coun­ 
ty ASCS office manager Dick Dalton ex­ 
plained Thursday. In cases where hay is 
purchased, the amount to be paid a 
farmer is determined by a conversion 
process in which hay feed values are 
translated into a corresponding grain 
value 
The conversion factor for fescue is ,66, 
Thus, in this case, a farmer wishing to 
purchase l.üOü pounds of fescue will be 


paid the equivalent of what he would 
have received for 660 pounds of corn. 
Persons approved for this program 
will be eligible to receive funds only from 
the day they sign up through April 30.
